and maintenance of other deserving publie charities. Itseems 
to me that it would be better to appropriate, every уто years, 
a sufficient sum to carry out some complete detail of a well 
matured plan. Carrying out this idea with reference to the' | 
proposed main building (which no one doubts ought some day 
to be erected) it would seem wisest not to put up any more 
small buildings—to simply supply the present need—but to 
so improve, that the improvement would be the completed part 
of а harmonious whole. For instance, suppose that the Legis- 
lature at its next session, appropriate, say $20,000, to put up 
the walls, and complete а part of the building, so that such part 
could be put to immediate use. Then, two years hence make 
the best possible appropriation to follow up the work where it 
was left off. In this way it would only be a few years before 
a stately structure, complete in all its parts, would stand forth 
as a monumental proof of the wisdom and sagacity of -our - 
legislators. : 

Tei is to be supposed that such appropriations and the carry- 
ing out of such plan would be entrusted to a board of direc- 
tors, 50 competent and so honest that the State would suffer 
no detriment at their hands. Allow me to suggest that such 
board will have slight labor and small responsibility if they are. 
charged with no more important duty than to employ teachers 
and see that the pupils are properly taught, fed and sheltered. 

There should be at first a well defined idea in the minds of 
the board as to what kind of an institution the great State of 
Arkansas ought to provide for her silent children of misfortune. 
They should then have the ability to plan, and the State 
should back them up with facilities to perform. 

There are reciprocal duties which we citizens, who are mem-, 
bers of the board and our fellow-citizens, who are members of | 
the Legislature, owe to each other. There is also a joint duty

which both owe to this Вит апа growing. State, in particular, 
and to the cause of humanity i in general. | 

> In order that these duties may be grandly performed, there 
must be an end—now and forever—to all such misnamed

If our beloved State has reached already the:acme of its 
growth, then, perhaps, the: only appropriations necessary will 
be such as are barely sufficient to keep up her publie institu- 
tions to the present standard. If however, we believe what ` 
we say, when we point with pride to our rapidly jnereasing 
population, wealth and material advancement; then we will 
think more of what we can do this year to foster our public 
charities than of what was expended last year as a crite- 
rion of present duty. - z

А retrospect of the past two years in the History of Ще 


Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute, gives ground for encourage- ` 


ment. Notwithstanding the fact that the summers of 1878-9- 
are memorable on account of yellow fever in an adjoining 
State and our own, (calling for strict preventive -measures at 
Little Rock, and exciting grave apprehensions on the part of 


parents and friends of pupils) the attendance steadily and 


rapidly increased, till by January, 1880, ıt was over sixty per 
cent. above that at the date of our last. report. The maximum 


number in attendance, erowded our accommodations to the ut- . 


most, causing g great inconvenience, and keeping us in a constant 


state of-anxiety lest some severe disorder, "impossible to con- 


trol, should-make its appearance.

These 
precautions were taken in the present instance, and it is not.

ed in many different portions of the State at the same time 
that it made its appearance among the pupils. The general 
hygiene of the Institution is not so good as desirable. 

The number of pupils in attendance during the last school 


year was unusually large, and the space allotted for dormito- , 


ries was not sufficient to accommodate them without over 


crowding. То remedy this evil, to some extent, several of the - 


rooms, in the new building, designed by the Board of Direc- 
tors for hospital purposes, were temporarily employed as sleep- 
ing apartments for male pupils. It is believed that if the num- 
ber of pupils, in the future, be, to any great extent augmented, 
that the erection of additional dormitories will become a neces- 
sity if it is not already so.
